Moving 
a few m ountains more or less is of 
slight concern to Goethals. Chopping 
a hole in the face of the earth and 
building a young sea to connect a 
couple of o th ers— t h a t 
didn’t dis­ 
may him. 
Why stop 
at shunting 
m ountains around? 
" t ’onstruction days” are being re­ 
peated in Galliard 
cut, 
formerly 
known as Culebra cut. A score of big 
dredges and steam shovels and an 
arm y of workers are removing th o u ­ 
sands of cubic yards of p a r t s from 
the recent slides from Gold and Con­ 
tractors’ hills. 
Governor Goethals a few days ago 
expressed hope of reopening the ca­ 
nal November I, but the date may 
be extended. Nearly 200 vessels, held 
up by the slides since the latter part 
of September, wait a t the docks at

“ When will the slides p e rm an en t­ 
ly sto p ?” 
“ T h a t’s as easy to predict as the 
end of the European w ar,” is the 
answer. 
The removal, bodily, of the two 
m ountains Gold

being blasted away and the earth 
sluiced down to fill hills and valleys 
a mile distant, is expected to stop 
the slides. 
That the slides will sometime stop 
forever— “ some 
day”— is 
certain. 
This is confidently stated by Gover­ 
nor Goethals. The worst slides, it is 
believed, are now over. The last was 


the worst since the “ big ditch” was 
opened. 
“Shoring off” of the precipitous 
m ountains which form 
the 
giant 
boundaries of Galliard cut is th* 
gradual, slow’ process 
which 
win 
prevent fu tu re slides. 
The peculiar geological formation 
of the P a n a m a n ian mountains makes 
this feat difficult. Instead of firm 
rocks or sandy soil. 
Interlaced by 
heavy forests, like the Rocky moun­ 
tains, those of Pan am a are shelving 
hills of red and yellow clay, covered 
with tropical trees of small stature 
and u n dergrow th which 
does 
not 
“ k n it” th e loose soil. 
T he “ slides” are not an avalanche 
of rock and earth from the top of 
the m ountain peaks, b u t a movement 
from below. 
As the 
base 
of the 
slanting cuts weaken through seep­ 
a g e into the canal channel bv the 
I heavier and m ore composite masses 
j above. 
The slide m ovem ent occurs com­ 
paratively slowly. It is detected bv 
encroachm ents from the base of the 
cliffs. Sometimes the movement is so 
speedy th a t dredges and tracks are 
covered. Generally the earth at the 
base slowly m ounts and is pushed 
until it encroaches into the chan­ 
nel. 
W hen the upper p art of the hills 
are cut away to such an angle that 
the pressure upon the earth beneath 
is removed, the slides will stop. The 
recent slides were expected. 
As an expedient minimizing slide 
danger, parts of the towering hills 
have been cut away, in sections, or 
terraces, like a steep lawn is ter­ 
raced to prevent erosion and “ cave 
ins.” The sam e principle, on a gi­ 
gantic style, will stop the slides. 
Gold hill has been knbwn as the 
Jonah of the “ cut.” Contractors hill, 
a n o th e r source of bad slides, is al­ 
most straig h t across. These are the 
only two im p o rtan t 
slide 
danger 
points rem aining in the “ c u t.” 
W hen construction was first be­ 
gun, the slides of Gold hill were al­ 
most perpendicular. Now they have 
been cut away to a very slanting an­ 
gle and will soon be reduced to a 
point where slide d anger will be al­ 
most removed.

0ID LEGIONS OF 
OLD ST. GEORGE 
HELPTHE BRITISH? 


Story of Journalist Is Given 
Credence at the Hands 
of Great Many 
w 
People 


BY W IL B U R S. F O R R E S T 
(United Press Staff Correspondent.) 
LONDON, Sept. 18.— (By mail.) — 
Did a vision of St. George’s legen­ 
dary bowmen who centuries ago sav­ 
ed the English at Agincourt, again 
appear at the battle of Mons? Did 
soldiers in the ruck of battle really 
see the spirit legions 
here 
throw 
back the enemy? And did the enemy 
lie dead by thousands without vis­ 
ible marks of injury? 
A London journalist so wrote it 
after the memorable retreat from 
Mons. He admits it was a fiction. 
But letters from hundreds of per­ 
sons who “ know it actually happen­ 
ed” have been printed in the past 
ten months. Mothers 
of sons who 
fought at Mons have told the story 
over and over again as “actual fact.” 
No one has come forward who act­ 
ually saw the vision. Correspond­ 
ents have written of a band of an­ 
gels with luminous halos grouped 
against the horizon at the apex of 
the battle. A silent band of horse­ 
men clad In ancient mail treaded 
their silent way as the valiant Brit­ 
ish fell back. 
The highest authority 
to vouch 
for the shadowy evidence is a lieu­ 
tenant colonel in northern France, 
who “actually saw” 
the phantom 
horsemen and who pointedly refutes 
the allegation of the author of the 
“ Bowmen” that no one has yet. first 
hand, testified of the most amazing 
event of Ii is life. The lieutenant-col- 
onel writes: 
“ I telt you my experience during 
the retreat 
without 
exaggeration, 
without embellishment. 
’’On August 26, 1914, was fought 
the battle of Le Cateau. VV’e came 
Into action at dawn. We fought until 
dusk. We were heavily shelled and 
had a bad time of it, but our divi­ 
sion retired in good order. We were 
on the march the night of the twen­ 
ty-sixth and on the twenty-seventh 
with only two hours* rest. 
“ My brigade was 
rearguard. We 
took up many positions to cover the 
retirement and 
by night 
of the 
twenty-seventh 
we were worn out 
— bodily and mentally fatigued. 
“ No doubt we Buffered some from 
shock; but the retirement continued 
in excellent order, and I felt sure 
our mental faculties were still quite 
sound. 
“On the night of the twenty-sev­ 
enth, riding along the column with 
two other officers, talking and do­ 
ing our best to keep from falling 


asleep on our horses, I became con­ 
scious that in 
the fields 
on both 
sides of the road along w'hich we 
were marching, there 
were 
large 
bodies of horsemen. 
* They had the 
appearance 
of 
squadrons 
of cavalry, 
and 
they 
seemed to he riding across the fields 
and going in the same direction keep­ 
ing level with us. 
“The night was not dark, and I 
saw squadron after 
squadron 
of 
these cavalrymen, distinctly. 
“ I said nothing about it. I watch­ 
ed them about twenty minutes. The 
other two officers had stopped talk­ 
ing. 
“ At last one of them asked me if 
I saw anything in the fields. I told 
him yes. The third officer then con­ 
fessed that he, too, had been watch­ 
ing the horsemen for nearly half an 
hour. 
“So convinced were w-e that they 
were really cavalry that, at the next 
halt, one of the officers took a party 
of men out to 
reconnoitre. 
They 
found no one there. The night grew 
darker and we saw no more. 
“The legions were seen by many 
men in our column. Of course, we 
were all dog tired and overtaxed, 
but it is an extraordinary thing that 
the same phenomenon was witness­ 
ed by so many men. 
“ I myself, am absolutely convinc­ 
ed that I saw* these horsemen. I feel 
sure they did not exist only in imag­ 
ination. I do not attempt to explain 
the mystery. I only state the facts.’ 
The officer’s story is believed in 
many places, just as are the stories 
of the phantom bowmen and the an­ 
gels. Sober minds are beginning to 
ask: “ It is truth, or just fiction, as 
the author says it is?”

AMERICANS MUST 
HEMANI SOLDIERS 


Adventurers Who Went to 
Trenches Must Wait 
for Death or 
Peace 


BV W IL B E R S. FO RREST 
U nited Press Staff Correspondent.) 
LONDON, Ort. 6.— (By mail.) — 
Adult Americans whose adventurous 
spirits tempted them to enlist in Eu­ 
ropean belligerent arm ies c u s t re­ 
main soldiers until they are killed 
or the war is ended. 
This is the situation confronting j 
scores of Uncle S a m ’s citizens who j 
have had their fill ot war and w an t; 
to get out. U n d e Sam 
can’t help j 
them, though many have requested 
his mediation. The British war of­ 
fice will not release the Americans 
it has enlisted. 
The American embassy in London, 
which has been successful in haying 
between fifty and sixty 
American 
minors released from British mili­ 
tary service, could not extend this 
service to the adults. 
In answer to many appeals from 
men who joined the Canadians and 
who have survived hard 
fighting, 
the embassy passed the question to 
the state d epartm ent at Washington. 
The d e p a rtm e n t’s answer quoted the 
following order of 1901, 
which is 
still in force: 
‘‘The departm ent of state, in an 
instruction to the United States con­ 
sul at Laurence Marques, during the 
Hoer war, held that an American cit­ 
izen who wilfully takes up arm s in 
the service of a foreign state m ust 
bear the consequences of his ret, and 
cannot expect, while he serves under 
a foreign banner, to be protected by 
this governm ent.” 
Previous to receipt of this instruc­ 
tion, inquiry by the embassy at the 
British war office, elicited the state­ 
ment that the British 
governm ent 
was unwilling to release 
American 
adults who have taken the king’s 
oath. 
» 
So, American fighters m ust keep 
on fighting until death or peace m u s ­ 
ters them out. 


For The Housewife 


(By Laura B. Breese, Departm ent of 
Farmers* Institutes, of the Uni­ 
versity of W isconsin.) 
In salting almonds, use one table­ 
spoon of olive oil, instead of butter, 
and note the improved flavor. 
If a ham be plunged from boiling 
water at once into ice-water, the fat 
will harden white and firm, giving 
the meat a fine color. 
Cook cauliflower in milk and wa­ 
ter, a little more than half water. 
The vegetables will come out b eau­ 
tifully white and have a much richer 
flavor than when cooked in water 
alone. Cauliflower thus cooked and 
dressed with drawn butter, pepper, 
salt, and a dash 
of lemon 
juice, 
makes a palatable dish. Cooked in 
milk and water, and then chilled, 
cauliflower makes a nice salad, sim­ 
ply served with 
a leaf or two of 
crisp lettuce and dressed with oil, 
lemon, pepper, and salt. 
bima Bean* With Bacon 
Cook until tender, a cup of lima 
beans 
in boiling salted water, to 
which a pinch of soda has been a d d ­ 
ed. Drain off the liquid and add a 
pint of milk to the beans. Slightly 
thicken the milk with 
one table­ 
spoon of flour blended 
with one 
tablespoon of bacon fat. Add salt 
and pepper and place on a platter 
surrounded with slices of broiled or 
fried bacon. 
Benn Loaf 
Add one cup of cooked navy beans, 
one and one-half 
cups 
of bread 
crumbs, one cup of cream, to one 
cup cooked tomatoes (mostly pulp) 
and pepper and salt to taste. Mash 
beans fine, mix ingredients in order 
given. Bake one hour in m oderate 
oven in buttered tin. Serve cold. 
Delicate Scrambled Egg* 
Make two cups of white sauce, us­ 
ing four tablespoons of melted b u t­ 
ter. Break four eggs and yolk of a 
fifth into a bowl and beat lightly. 
Beat in a n o th er bowl the white of a 
fifth egg as dry as possible. 
Pu t 
white sauce in a granite 
dish (in 
w hich it can be s e rv e d ) 
over the 
fire and when hot stir in the beaten 
eggs with yolks. Stir constantly, lift­ 
ing from bottom of dish until it be­ 
gins to thicken, then put in the beat­ 
en white and mix it as rapidly as 
possible. Take from fire and cover 
and put in fireless cooker to set. lf 
you have none, wrap dish in many 
newspapers. It can stand as long as 
an hour without deteriorating. 
A 
convenient dish to make, if waiting 
for someone at an uncertain time. 
Peach Tea 4 ’ake 
Put with two 
tablespoonsful 
of 
butter, one-half cup sugar, one egg. 
one-half cup of milk, two teaspoons 
baking powder, and two cups flour. 
Spread in a large shallow* pan and 
cover with sliced peaches, adding a 
few kernels, a sprinkling of sugar 
and cinnamon. Press down slightly 
and bake thirty-five to forty m in­ 
utes in moderate oven.
